Harold Snell May Get High State Dept. Post 

High-level State Dept. officials are considering as- 
signing Harold Snell, 51-year-old former Chicago 
labor leader, to the U. S. Embassy in Lebanon as a 
labor attaché, making him the first Negro to hold 
such a diplomatic post, it was disclosed in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Snell, a former official of the United Transport 
Service Workers Union, is currently a senior labor 
advisor with the International Cooperation Adminis- 
tration. Considered a Middle East specialist, he has 
been with the agency for four years (he is also the 
first Negro to hold that post) and has 
traveled extensively in Africa. If as- 
signed to oil-rich Lebanon, he would 
become the highest-ranking Negro in 
the Middle East, and one of the na- 
tion’s most valuable diplomats. 

The move is in line with the ad- 
ministration’s policy of integrating 
qualified Negroes in top-level posts. H. Snell

The Liberal Party in New York opened a drive to draft 
UN Under Secretary Ralph Bunche as the Democratic- 
Liberal candidate for the U. S. Senate in November. While 
Dr. Bunche issued a terse, “no comment,” at his United 
Nations office, state Liberals persisted in setting the ma- 
chinery in motion for his candidacy. Alex Rose, Liberal 
Party state vice-chairman, and chief of its policy commit- 
tee, told JET: “We’ve had tremendous response, all favor- 
able. Thousands of people are calling us and asking what 
they can do to help.” 


Lincoln Day Opens Dixie Negro Voting Drive 

A series of Lincoln Day rallies in 21 cities throughout 
the South signaled the opening of a massive vote drive 
aimed at doubling the number of Negroes registered in 11 
states by 1960. The campaign is sponsored by the South- 
ern Christian Leadership Conference, under the direction 
of the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. 








Wi Food For Needy: As nation’s unemployment rolls climb 
to nearly five million, needy, representing some of 178 
eligible families, line up in Chattanooga’s Relief Bureau 
to stock up on surplus food. A total of 952 persons are in 
families hit by unemployment. They got month’s ration.

NAACP Not Ousted By Faubus Action—Wilkins 

Reports that the state franchise of the Arkansas NAACP 
had been revoked by Gov. Orval Faubus were discounted 
by NAACP Executive Secy., Roy Wilkins. Pointing out that 
he had a letter from the special assistant to the Arkansas 
attorney general, Wilkins said he was advised it would 
not be necessary to take action on the tax due February 1, 
since the question of the payment is subject of a court 
action. The NAACP filed the action, claiming that as a 
non-profit corporation it is not required to pay the $100 
yearly franchise tax. 


Maid Gets 2 Years For Refusing TB Treatment 

A Durham, N. C., maid, who refused to be admitted to 
a sanitorium for treatment of an “open” case of tuber- 
culosis, was sentenced to two years in prison for violating 
the public health law. Daisy Thompson, who pleaded in- 
nocent and “wanted another chance,” was found guilty 
after Health Supt. J. H. Epperson said she refused to co- 
operate. 











Jail Va. NAACP Lawyer On Tax Evasion Charges 
An Alexandria, Va., NAACP attorney, 
who figured prominently in a desegrega- 
tion case, faced a year in prison and pos- 
sible disbarment after being convicted of 
income tax evasion. Atty. Edwin C. Brown 
Sr. was fined $2,000 after pleading guilty 
to evading $2,388 in taxes on his 1951 and 
‘ 1953 returns. Brown, and a witness in his

Ga. Lawmakers Vote To Label Blood By Race 

A bill to require racial labeling of blood given for trans- 
fusions was unanimously passed by the Georgia senate. 
However, the lawmakers dropped a provision requiring 
that persons who receive the blood be told the race of the 
person who gave it. Sen. Quill Sammon said he introduced 
the bill “to preserve the dignity and identity of each race 
and prevent mixing.”

A re-instatement of Georgia’s $1 poll tax was proposed 
by Gov.

Calling for enact- 
ment of a vote change into law, Griffin charged a move 
by Negroes to swell their voting ranks would “place the 
State of Georgia under the complete domination of the 
NAACP, starry-eyed left-wingers, misguided one-worlders 
and those fuzzy-headed liberals who are out to completely 
destroy the Georgia way of life.”

“I escaped 
from Mississippi 
last week. I fled 
for my life 
boarded up in- 
Side a casket.

called ‘Eagle Eye,’ and more recently I had turned my 
attack on corrupt Jackson, Miss., officials and ‘Uncle 
Tom’ Negroes. 

“For this they said I was a lunatic. They called me 
insane and had me committed on only the testimony of 
two physicians and a court clerk at a chancery hearing. 
I have never been examined by a psychiatrist or any 
other competent authority. 

“But even as the whites cursed me in the asylum for 
‘the smart nigger we caught at last,’ word got to me 
that Dr. T. R. M. Howard had met in Memphis with 
leaders in today’s Negro ‘underground’ in the South and 
had discussed my freedom.

Left Cottage To Milk Cows, But Walked To Freedo 


“The morning of my escape I walked out of the cot- 
tage where I lived at 5 o’clock—just as I had always 
done—to go milk the cows. But instead of going to the 
barn, I hurried down the hospital street where I saw 
five cars parked in a row about 300 yards away. 

“I got into the second car. It was driven by a Negro. 
The lead car was driven by a white man, as were the 
three cars that followed. These white men and two 
others had approached me on the hospital grounds the 
Sunday before my breakout and had given me my in- 
structions. 

“After I got into the car that was to take me to free- 
dom we drove up to the hospital gate and a guard, 
from a distance, signaled us on through with a wave of 

his flashlight. 

“We headed east 
along Highway 80, 
through Brandon, 
Pelahatchie, and 
the Bienville Na- 
tional Forest. Our 
destination was the 
Alabama state line. 
Two hours and a 
half later, our con- 
voy stopped a quar- 
ter of a mile from 
the state line. I got 
out of the car, 
shook handsall 
around and walked 
into Alabama as 
my five-car escort 
turned around and 
headed back to-

We did 
not know whether 
or not my escape 
had been discov- 
ered, or how closely

sued, so shortly Typing first letter to his family, High 
after swinging onto says wife stuck by him during ordeal. 
Highway 11, we pulled off and stopped. 

“I was placed in a pine casket box, sealed in and 
loaded into a waiting hearse. Flowers were placed on 
top of the box and air holes were bored at the head 
end so I could breathe. To anyone who might have been 
suspicious, the escape motorcade was by now merely a 
procession of one Negro car following a hearse with a 
body in it. Certainly no one would suspect that the four 
cars driven by whites behind us could possibly be with us. 

“When I arrived in Chicago on the Hummingbird train, 
Dr. Howard was expecting me. In fact, at 5:08 a.m., Feb- 
ruary 7, he received this message, long distance: ‘Opera- 
tion in progress—The Eagle has flown the coop.’ 

“The whites who aided me weren’t necessarily inte- 
grationists, but they did believe I had a right to urge 
in my paper that a Negro house of prostitution catering 
to white politicians should be moved to the southwest

“The Negro underground helped me because I dared 
urge immediate school integration, and because I had 
pointed out segregationists were integrating in bedrooms 
with Negro women nightly. These men knew I hadn’t lied 
when I reported that more than 115 Negro women in 
Jackson (pop.: 31,401) have babies by white men. 

“It has been said that any Negro in Mississippi who 
would dare speak aloud against these things must be 
insane. And any Negro who will not be cowed by cross 
burnings, frequent jailings, floggings and threats must 
be insane, according to Mississippi definition. But I have 
four children, and I don’t see anything insane about 
wanting them to have all the decent opportunities whites 
have. If that’s insanity, then perhaps I am insane. 

“Yet, strange as it may seem, I would rather be back 
in Mississippi. It’s my home. And I intend to be back 
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there as soon as I can get justice in the courts. 

“I get a laugh now after reading how the Mississippi 
State Times at Jackson wrote about my escape from the 
State Hospital. They said I ‘escaped in the confusion of 
a fire,’ but nothing is further from the truth. 

“They also said that I ‘created a nuisance for local 
officials before his commitment by refusing to cease pub- 
lication of his mimeographed pamphlet, The Eagle Eye,’ 
then went on to say that my paper’s pages ‘were filled 
with attacks on southern political leaders and called for 
immediate racial integration.’ 

“There, they were never closer to the truth. 

“But, as a friend later told me when he called the 
hospital to verify that I had escaped, one of the doctors 
told him that I was paranoid. He explained that I ‘have 
a lot of reform ideas that are not socially acceptable.’ 

“He’s probably right.”

February 21, 1955—Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion ruled that illegal discrimination had been 
practiced when Ben H. Maddox, 63, of Los Angeles 
was requested to change seats in a Greyhound bus 
near Dallas, Texas. 

February 22, 1952—Ethiopian Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie accepted the credentials of Marquis Alfonso 
Tacoli, Italy’s first post-World War II ambassador 
to Ethiopia. It was the 

first time since Italy’s in- 

vasion of Ethiopia in 1935 

that the two countries had 

exchanged diplomatic rep- 

resentatives. 

February 23, 1870—Hiram 

Rhodes Revels, the first

State of Mississippi.

Liberia Passes Anti-Bias Law 

In Liberia, which has only about 1,250 whites in its 
1,250,000 population, the Legislature passed a law making 
racial discrimination a crime punishable by fines up to 
$30,000 and jail terms. The law provided that convicted 
foreign companies would have their businesses closed 
after a third offense, that individual foreigners could be 
deported, and that convicted Liberians could be jailed. 
The law’s preamble pointed out that certain foreign con- 
cessions (like the Firestone Rubber Plantations Co.) dis- 
criminated by dismissing or refusing to renew contracts 
of employees who marry Liberian women and by encour- 
aging schools, churches, hospitals and other businesses to 
discriminate. 
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Bermuda Names Ist Negro Magistrate 

The first Negro in the 350-year history of Bermuda 
was appointed an acting magistrate. The new jurist 
is Edward T. Richards, a member of Parliament (in the 
House of Assembly) from Warwick. Richards, also a 
practicing barrister, is a native of British Guiana, and 
has been in Bermuda since the early 1930s. 
Say Jamaica Paid Charwoman 25 Cents Weekly 

Reports that the Jamaican government paid a public 
school charwoman 25 cents weekly for a six-day work week 
are being probed in Clarendon Parish. The unidentified 
worker has cleaned the Four Paths School for the past 
seven years. 
French, African Leaders Confer On Reforms 

French government officials, including Negro Health 
Minister Felix Houphouet-Boigny and two Negro secre- 
taties of state, met in Paris 
with leaders of 12 prov- 
inces of French West and 
Equatorial Africa and Mad- 
agascar to discuss agita- 
tion in those areas for 
more controls over their 
own affairs. The territories, 
given a very limited auton- 
omy, are in some instances 
calling for independence.
